A special feature permits users to comment on (or to read others’ comments on) 
Digests in a field called “User Notespace.” 


Examples of titles in the new file are: “Full Day or Half Day Kindergarten?,” 
“Qualities of Effective Writing Programs,” “Dismissing Incompetent Tenured Teachers,” 
and “Part-Time Faculty: Higher Education at a Crossroads.” New Digests will be added 
to the EDO file on a monthly basis. 


EDO is coordinated by project staff at the ERIC Clearinghouse on Elementary and 
Early Childhood Education, with the cooperation of the 15 other ERIC Clearinghouses.
